WAY INTERN ALIENS. 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, May 12.—Rioting and pillage 
regt rampant over London tonight. The 
moldering hatred and suspicion of Ger- 
mans living in England. far ned to frenzy 
by the sinking of the Lusitania, found ex- 
pression In the wrecking and looting of 
hundreds of shops owned by Germans and 
the injuring of many persons. One or two 
shops were set afire. 

Reports coming in late tonight show 
that there was hardly any district in Lon- 
don where there were not demonstrations 
d more or less serious character. Many 
Boglish shops also suffered in the melees. 

Throughout the day the police, assisted 
by special constables, were kept busy 
qelling disturbances, but with evening 


the crowd in the streets grew dens ang, 


more menacing and the wholesale de- 
struction of property began. 

One Mob Wrecks 150 Shops. 

The woret riot occurred in the Cam- 
dentown district, extending from King’s 
Cross northward. It is estimated that 
i this district at least 150 shops were 
damaged. 

Demonstrations of a serious character 
tise took place in the Poplar, Canning- 
town, and Blackfriars districts, where 
window smashing and riotous scenes 
kept the police busy throughout the whole 
evening. Many cases of minor injuries

At Canningtown a furniture store was 
deared of all its goods, while in Lime- 
house every window of a large furniture 
factory was smashed. 


Rampant in East End. 

Late reports from the east end indicate 
that the trouble is more grave than was 
ewident at first.

IN PHILADELPHIA 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

Philadelphia ‘is the slowest city in the 
country. In Chicago the speed with 
which things are accomplished is breath 
taking. For instance: 

In March, 1011, Mayor Busse . 
a great commisston on the electrification 
of railroad terminals and the abatement 
of smoke in Chicago. It was fathered by 
the Association of Commerce and financed 
by the railroads, which have spent more 
than $500,000 on the work. 

Busse went out of office, Hartan sue 
eeeded him for four years, and now Big 
Bill Thompson is in the city hall. More 
than four years have gone by, but the 
report of the commission is not yet ready. 


Tweniy Miles in Two Years. 
ö In the spring of 1013 it was announced 
in Philadelphia that the Penasyivenia | 
‘railroad would electrify its main lines 
carrying; suburban traffic in and out of 
the city. Just two years have gone by, 
and next month the first twenty miles 
of the great railroad system, leading from 
Broad street station to Paoli, will be 
thrown open te electric trains. 
Apparently it takes the slowest city in 
the country leas than half ae long actually 
to electrify as it does Chicago to prepare 
a report on electrification, which, when it 
finally appears, may reach the conclu- 


It is fair to point out that the Chicago 
commission is considering the electrifica- 
tion of more than 2,500 miles of railroad 
track, including that used for through 
passenger and freight, as well as subur- 
ban service. In Philadelphia, on the other 
hand, the length of track on which electri- 
fication is already completed is only 
twenty miles, while the next Step to be 
taken in the adoption of electric power by 
the Pennsylvania—the Chestnut Hill sub- 
urban line—will add but twelve miles 
more to the count. 


Electric Plans Here. 

It is also true that when electrification 
is finally adopted in Chicago—as is cer- 
tain sooner or later—it will be put into 
operation in much the same way as in 
Philadelphia. One of the ratlroade which 
has a large and profitable suburban serv- 
ice will doubtless electrify ite suburban 
tracks. And that is likety ta happen 
sooner than even some of the electrifica- 
tion commission expect. 

The members of the commission are now 
working on the final draft of their report. 
When completed it will probably make a 
huge volume of about 1,000 pages. If the 
coming vacation period does not too great- 
ly interfere, t is expected that the book 
will be ready for distribution some time 
next fall.

Witness for Barnes Testifies 
mne Agreed 6. l. f. 
» Needed Him. 


Syracuse, N. T., May 12.—A witness for 
Willlam Barnes swere in the Supreme 
court here today in the trial of Mr. 
Barnes’ libel suit against Theodore 
Roosevelt that less than a year ago Col. 
Roosevelt agreed that the Republican 
party needed him and said that he would 
“ge efter President Wilson with his 
Pittsburgh eech and on the foreign 
treaties and tear him to pieces.” 


Thea, declared this witness, the former | 


president asserted that after what had 
happened at Chicage in 1012 the Repub- 
licam party was not big enough to hold 
him and Mr. Barnes. 

The witness was John W. Hutchfseon, 
a New York lawyer and chairman of the 
speakers’ bureau of the Republican state 
committee from 1906 until 1912. 

Mr. Hutchingon said he met Col. Koose- 
velt by appointment in the Harvard club 
in New York on July 16, 1914 


Tells of Talk with Colonel. 

I told him,” he went on, that he was, 
in a way, the whole Progressive party. 
I said it did not make any material dif- 
fepence what the Progressive organiza- 
tion did in the way of nominating candi- 
dates. There was a rumor thet Col. 
Roosevelt was considering running for 
governor in the fall. That's what I 

wanted to find out about ‘ 

“TI told him that it would make a lot 
of difference if he took an active position 


himself, and that if he were to oppose 


the Republican organization it would 
aimply widen the chasm and prevent a 
reunion of the party. 

He said.that would not do, and added, 
‘You have to have me. I can go after 
Mr. Wilson and tear him to pieces, and 
you have not anybody who can doit.’ I 
told him we would have to get together.

Broker Contradicts Loeb Evidence.

“This is a class struggle that must go 
on.“ he told the commission. There can 
be no identity of interest between the 


workers, who have only their labor power, 


and such men as Rockefeller and Morgan 
and their stockholders, who contribute 
nothing to production. 

The struggle will go on despite every- 
thing this commission can do or can rec- 
ommend to congress. The battle is in- 


evitable. Labor must fight for what 


capital now controls—the means of pro- 
duction, tools, machinefy, and all of those 
things which should becontroled by labor 
alone.

I have had a dream of a new society
